Anti-Semitism in Europe 


(From the London Spectator) 


HE Jews in Central Europe have ceased to be 

human beings; they are driven like cattle 
from country to country and left to starve in no- 
man’s-land between frontiers which have become 
their only resting-place. The latest in the appal- 
ling series of crimes which have been committed 
against the Jews is the expulsion, at a moment's 
notice, of thousands of Polish Jews from Germany 
last week. 

This action was taken because it was thought 
that they were going to be deprived of Polish 
citizenship by the Polish government and would 
become a liability on Germany; it provoked a 
threat of retaliation against Germans in Poland, 
which put an end to the expulsions, but not before 
6,000 Jews had been driven destitute into Poland 
and 4,000 left homeless and starving between the 
frontiers. 

The most significant factor in the whole 
situation is the cynical contempt shown for human, 
as distinguished from political rights.. Loss or 
cancellation of a passport turns human beings into 
homeless animals whom no man need respect, 
without any protection against the most brutal 
treatment,

There is a cértain type of person who is 
called an opportunist, and this type is rather 
scorned by the “man in the street.” But has it 
ever struck you that a large tage of the 
people who have altered the trend of history have 
been opportunists? Do think that Hitler or 
Mussolini would have ever achieved their present 
position if the Italian and German people’s hadn’t 
been in a pretty desperate plight, and there was 
an opening for a leader; and these two men 
merely grabbed the opportunity? 


The Russian Monarchy would not have fallen 
at the time that it did, had it not been for that vile 
creature called Rasputin. He used the sickly 
heir to the Russian throne as a stepping stone in 
his plan to dominate the Czar, and get control of 
the largest country in the Old World. One might 
continue to give instances of opportunists all 
through the pages of history back to Pontius 
Pilate, who, although he had no personal feelings 
against Christ, felt he might seize the opportunity 
to please and become popular with those who 
were shouting for the blood of our Lord. Strange 
as it may seem, these thoughts passed through my 
mind after reading an article in which the writer 
sarcastically berated the female population for 
expressing intense sympathy for the Chinese, with- 
out giving a thought to the overcrowded Japanese 
people, living on islands swept by typhoon, and 
ravaged by earthquake. 

Now, let us get this straight first; women 
might at the first flush say, I think with justifi- 
cation, that the Japanese brought it on themselves; 
but, it is equally true to say that women all over 
the world are quite cognisant of and sympathetic 
to the sufferings of the women on both sides of 
a conflict with which they are not actively con- 
cerned. ; 


Now let us return to the subject of opportun- 
ists; the fact is, Japan, an opportunist of the worst 
type, started the. present war, and brought about 
great suffering for Chinese and Japanese alike. 
Our sympathies, of necessity, must be with the 
oppressed nation, which had committed no sin, ex- 
cept that of being the possessor of much land. In 
1927 I had the opportunity of discussing this ques- 
tion of Japanese Qvercrowding with a man who 
was enroute from China and Japan to England. 
He told of the. impossible situation of the Japan- 
ese. . The islands on which they live are subject 
to violent typhoons and fatal earthquakes, It is 
due to these natural phenomena that the struc- 
ture of the majority of Japanese houses is flimsy 
and easily replaceable. Most of the land is not 
suitable for agriculture, and it has- only been 
through great sacrifice that some of this land has 
been made arable. In the main the Japanese have | 
to live very sparingly and poorly, a standard no 
Canadian would countenance. The birthrate in 


Japan is also a factor in Japanese ovlimsieeidies:ii ; 


being one of the highest inithe world. ‘The rulers 
of Japan were far-sighted enough to see that they 3 
would have to take some drastic action, in order 
that their people might live. Manchuria was near 
and easy to annex, so it was taken, but it did not 
entirely fill the bill. Japan thereupon began to 
look around for further suitable: land. 


China has been going through a transition 
period. Chiang-Kai-Shek and his wife were trying 
to consolidate China, trying to make a nation out 
of the far-flung people of this immense country. 
They were trying to teach, and to mould these 
people into something worthwhile; to try and 
bring back to China the greatness that was once 
hers. To endeavor to put down those thousands 
of roving bandits, under their respective “war 
lords,” who were terrorizing the whole country- 
side, and were virtually all the government the 
people knew in the far interior. The magnitude 
of this vast undertaking in its initial stages can 
hardly be envisioned by the Western mind. At this 
juncture, Japan saw her opportunity and grabbed 
it, seizing on the merest excuse, to invade and 
“discipline” the Chinese, whom she has gone on 
disciplining in an undeclared war, in the effort to 
gain more territory for the great Japanese Em- 
pire. China was only just beginning to organise 
her services, and was still torn by internal strife 
and hampered by the lack of easy internal com- 
munication, and so was an easy prey to the op- 
portunist, Japan. 

Of course, not all opportunists are bad, but 
it too often happens that it is the gangster, the 
ambitious politician, the greedy pation who wait 
and seize the opportunity to better themselves at 
someone else’s expense. Have we not seen this 
in our own Province, where hard times have 
been the order of the day, and the people have 
listened to opportunists with quack prescriptions 
for “cure-all” remedies? 

Opportunism, turned into the right paths, can 
be a most excellent thing, and can play a large 
part in the building of a nation, or of an indi- 
vidual, for
